HEALTH 


This provides for a school doctor, health officer, 
clinics and public health nurse. 


Public Health Nurse Report 


During the year forty-three visits were made to of- 
fer health supervision in the homes, schools and at pre- 
school child health conferences in cooperation with 
physicians and school personnel. 


Members of the Warren Public Health Committee 
with Mrs. Ernestine Ingraham as President assisted in 
all of the group health activities. Five members of the 
Health Committee participated in a symposium pre- 
sented at the March meeting of the P.T.A. The pur- 
pose of the symposium was ‘to explain the function, ac- 
tivities and future objectives of the Committee. 


Child health conferences with Dr. Frank Kibbe as 
physician were held in May, June and July. There was 
a total attendance of 51 children. All were examined 
and innoculations against diptheria, whooping cough 
and tetanus given. Small eNotes were also . 
done. ; | | 


The school ledge clinia with Dr. Campbell 
in charge was held in March. .Diptheria, whooping 
cough and tetanus booster innoculations were given to 
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HEALTH AND WELFARE (continued) 


41 children and 19 children were vaccinated against 
small pox. | 

In September the audiometer was used to test the 
hearing of 246 students. Health examinations of stu- 
dents in grades 2, 5, 8 and 11 and others planning to 
play basketball were done by Dr. Campbell in Novem- 
ber. 

Two additional school health services were pro- 
vided this year. 1. Vision testing of students in grade 
4 was done by a group of optometrists of the Maine Op- 
tometrist’s Association with Dr. R. H. Brown in charge. 
2. Patch testing of 38 children in grade 1 was done in 
cooperation with Miss M. Lucille Nason, Executive Di- 
rector of the Four County Tuberculosis Association. 

Medical services provided by the State have been 
used when necessary. Twelve people received free 
chest x-rays at the regional clinics conductd by the Di- 
vision of Tuberculosis Control. 

This report is submitted with sincere appreciation 
to all who have assisted throughout the year.

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Highway Department 


Warren has a large highway problem as there are 
forty-four miles of roads for the town to maintain in 
the summer and over sixty miles to plow and sand in 
the winter. With existing funds it is impossible to do 
the job expected by the public, whether it be summer 
or winter roads. Present funds available for summer 
maintenance are, per mile, only 60% of the average for 
towns in the state. 


The tarring program started in 1953 seems to have 
met with general approval, but is only one small step 
along the way in providing good roads for today’s traf- 
fic in Warren. 


The hurricanes of August 31, and September 11, 
did much damage to town roads but with assistance 
from the State and Federal Governments the repairs of 
these damaged roads didn’t put an undue heavy cost on 
the town.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
To the Citizens of Warren. 


I wish to submit the following report for the 
Municipal Year of 1954-55: 


The enrollment in the grades has shown about 
the same increase as was predicted a year ago. The 
enrollment for September 1955 will show a further 
increase of 10 to 15 pupils. One new teaching posi- 
tion was established last September, making a total 
of eight teachers in the Grade School for the present 
262 pupils. 7 


The room for the new teaching position referred 
to above is located in the basement. The major part 
of the expense of finishing up the room was provided 
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EDUCATION (continued) 


for by the Special Appropriation of $1200. made at 
Town Meeting last March. This appropriation did 
not prove to be adequate and the balance of the cost 
was charged to the School Repair Account. This ex- 
plains the overdraft of $148.87 on the Repair Account. 
The overdraft is being carried forward to the coming 
year and will be taken care of out of the appropria- 
tion recommended for next year. 


The enrollment in the High School this year is 
down to 37 students. There are 9 students attending 
High School out of town for the purpose of taking 
Occupational Courses. Citizens may be asking if it 
would not be possible to reduce the teaching staff in 
the High School from 3 teachers to 2 teachers. If 
the number of students is the only thing taken into 
consideration, the answer is that it would be possible. 
If the number of teachers should be reduced to two, 
the number of subjects offered would have to be re- 
duced and the teaching load of the two remaining 
teachers increased. The School Committee and Sup- 
erintendent do not recommend that either of these 
things be done as it might result in conditions that 
would cause more students to go out of town to High 
School. If this should be the result, there would not 
be the anticipated saving because of the increased 
tuition costs and those still attending High School in 
town would probably have to follow a more limited 
Course of Study. This decision of your school officials 
is also influerfced by the fact that it will be only a 
year or two before the enrollment should begin in- 
creasing quite rapidly. The average cost in the High 
School of the State for the past year was $274.60 per 
student. The average cost in Warren High School 
for the same year was $257.23 per student. 
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EDUCATION (continued) 


The budget recommendations for the coming year, 
from necessity, are much larger than last year’s ap- 
propriations. The increase in the number of teachers 
required by the larger enrollment in the grades and 
the increase in teachers’ salaries are the principal 
reasons for the present increases in operating costs. 
In regard to the future, further increases can be anti- 
cipated as the State Minimum Salary Law becomes 
fully effective.

Bonds Payable is the paying off of the bonds issued 
for the building of the first addition to Warren Grade 
School, which will be paid for in 1956. The payment to 
Maine School Building Authority represents the second 
annual rental payment. 


Interest and Tax Discount covers the 2% discount 
given on real estate taxes paid prior to July lst, inter- 


est on temporary loans and interest on term notes and 
bonds.

The duties of the town clerk are numerous. May- 
be the most important is a correct recording of the 
Vital Statistics of the town. This is not only a record 
of all births, deaths, and marriages occurring in the 
town, but mailing to other towns notices of the death 
of a person born, buried or residing in'that town. At 
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TOWN CLERK’S REPORT (continued) 


the present time, not many births take place here, but 
in case there was a birth, but the parents were not 
residents, notice has to be sent to the place of residence. 
The 26 births and 28 of the deaths reported above were 
received from other clerks in this manner. The first 
Monday of each month, is the specified date for these 
slips to be sent. Between the 10th and 15th of each 
month the Vital Statistics Report must be sent to the 
State Registrar of Vital Statistics at Augusta. The 
clerk issues all burial permits; certified copies of Rec- 
ord of Birth, Marriage and Death. To be married, 
one must have a Marriage License, which the clerk 
issues. Each of these duties carry a different form, 
numbered or lettered and connected too, with births, 
deaths or marriages are corrections, each necessitating 
its own form. 


The town clerk has the custody of the town seal, 
as well of course, all the Vital Statistics records dating 
back to the beginning of the records. 


Chattel Mortgages, Conditional Sales Contracts, 
Personal Property, Notes between residents of the 
town and Business Firms are recorded by the clerk. 
In fact the clerk records all papers sent for this pur- 
pose. 


During the year many inquiries are received, 
covering many subjects. 


The clerk is agent for the State in issuing Hunting 
and Fishing Licenses and the collecting of Dog Tax. 
The license fees are remitted the first day of each 
month. Dog license fees must be remitted before June 
Ist. 
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TOWN CLERK’S REPORT (continued) 


The clerk opens the Town Meeting, turning it over 
to the Moderator, after the election. Is responsible 
for the preparation of the ballots for the election of 
the town officers; receives the nomination papers of 
the nominees for office and just before the polls open 
turns the ballots over to the officer in charge and locks 
the ballot box for the election, unlocking it at the close. 
To transcribe a correct and complete record of the elec- 
tion and the town meeting is important. The clerk also 
officiates in like manner for the State and National 
elections, except the preparation of the ballots.

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Assessors’ Report 


At our Town Meeting it is voted how much money 
will be needed to conduct the affairs of the Town for 
the coming year; this sum once approved by majority 
vote then becomes the responsibility of your assessors 
to raise through taxes. ; 


Your assessors to accomplish this must, govern- 
ed by state statutes, ascertain and list all taxable polls 
and property within the town. To value the taxable 
property according to its “just value” and to assess 
each taxpayer, according to the value of his taxable 
property his fair proportion of town taxes. The only 
way which these taxes can be fairly distributed is for 
your assessors to make every effort to discover and 
tax all taxable property fairly. If the valuation of a 
property is too high, its owner is helping to pay the 
taxes of others, if it is too low, others are helping to 
pay his taxes. 


Local taxes in Maine are assessed as of April 1. 
This does not mean that the assessment must be made 
on that day, or completed by that day. It does mean 
that the question as to whether a person or property is 
taxable must be determined as of that date, and that 
the valuation of the property must be the value as of 
that date. 


Below is a section of the State Statutes which is 
of interest to every taxpayer.

ment.--Before making an assessment, the assessors shall 
give reasonable notice in writing to the inhabitants by 
posting notifications in some public place in the town 
or shall notify them, in such other way as the town di- 
rects, to make and bring in to them true and perfect lists 
of their polls and all their estates, real and personal, not 
by law exempt from taxation, of which they were 
possessed on the 1st day of April of the same year. If 
any resident owner after such notice, or any non-resi- 
dent owner after being reasonably requested thereto 
by the assessors, does not bring in such list, he is there- 
by barred of his right to make application to the asses- 
sors or the county commissioners for any abatement 
of his taxes, unless he offers such list with his applica- 
tion and satisfies them that he was unable to offer it 
at the time appointed. The request upon non-resident 
owners may be proved by a notice sent by mail directed 
to the last known address of the taxpayer or given by 
any other method that brings notice home to the tax- 


payer.

Statutes of 1944, and at your request, the records of the 
Town of Warren have been audited for the fiscal year 
ended February 1, 1954. 

The examination was made by Auditor D. M. 
Strand in accordance with generally accepted auditing 
standards that pertain to municipal accounting. Audit 
analysis was on a basis consistent with that of the pre- 
ceding year, and included all procedures which were 
considered necessary. Insofar as could be ascertained 
within the scope of the examination, the financial trans- 
actions of the Town appear to have been appropriately 
handled, with such exception as may be noted in the 
accompanying comments. 

Exhibits and schedules incorporated in this report 
present the result of the financial operations of the 
Town for the period designated. A recommendation is 
also offered which is believed to be worthy of your 
consideration

COMMENTS 
Town Of Warren 
February 10, 1953 To February 1, 1954 


An audit of the financial records of the Town of 
Warren has been completed for the municipal year 
ended February 1, 1954. The audit included an exam- 
ination of the records maintained by the various town 
officers. 


The examination included a review of cash trans- 
actions and an analysis of available funds and expen- 
ditures. The result of the year’s operations revealed 
that available funds exceeded expenditures by $4,756.29. 
Unexpended balances and overdrafts are summarized 
as follows 


Unexpended Balances $5,509 71 

Overdrafts 753 42 

Net Unexpended Balances $4,756 29 
Assets 


The cash balance totaling $9,457.12 was reconciled 
with the statement furnished by the Thomaston Na- 
tional Bank of Thomaston, Maine and the petty cash 
fund of $25.00 was verified by actual count at date of 
audit. 


Transactions affecting accounts receivable and tax 
accounts were reviewed. Unpaid accounts were recon- 
ciled with the balances shown on the records of the se- 
lectmen. 
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AUDITOR’S REPORT (continued) 


The deferred appropriation of $1,332.00 represents 
current state aid road construction expenditures which 
have been appropriated for in the ensuing year. 


Liabilities 
Accounts payable amounted to $81.89 and repre- 


sented excise tax and tax lien overpayments of $40.29 
and $41.60 respectively. 


Available Funds And Expenditures 


An analysis of the comparative statement of avail- 
able funds reflected an increase of $495.97, as compared 
with the preceding year. Various factors contributed 
to this increase, principally a higher tax levy, school 
receipts, surplus and note transactions. 


Expenditures for the same period decreased by 
$1,175.24 and were reflected principally in the state aid 
road, town road improvement and Starrett Bridge ac- 
counts. However, increases noted in educational ac- 
counts were contributing factors. 


Reserves And Surplus 


The examination of the departmental appropria- 
tion accounts reflected unexpended balances of $3,966.37 
which were carried forward to the ensuing year, (Ex- 
hibit D). 


The excise tax reserve amounted to $2,541.68 and is 
carried forward for future allocation by the towns- 
people. 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $14,552.29, 
an increase of $2,266.99 for the year. This change was 
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AUDITOR’S REPORT (continued) 


occasioned principally by the excess of available funds 
over expenditures less town authorized transfers to op- 
erating accounts. 


Debt Fund 


The debt fund, incorporated in the balance sheet as 
a separate fund, reflects various cutstanding notes and 
bonds of the town totaling $24,000.00 which are to be 
retired from revenue of future years. 


Trust Funds 


Transactions affecting funds held in trust by the 
town were reviewed. Fund principals of $56,047.48 and 
unexpended income of $16,626.80 are represented by 
various type investments, time and demand deposits. 
Investments and time deposits were verified by phys- 
ical check and the demand deposit was reconciled with 
a statement furnished by the depository. It is suggest- 
ed that bank passbooks be presented at the depositories 
at least annually for the recording of interest earnings. 


School Building Construction Account 


Included in this report is a combined statement of 
operations - Town of Warren and the Maine School 
Building Authority, (Exhibit H). The audit consisted 
of an examination of the records maintained by the 
treasurer of the Warren School Building Committee 
but did not include an examination of the records per- 
taining to the amounts furnished by the Maine School 
Building Authority. 


The Town of Warren has entered into a rental con- 
tract with the Maine School Building Authority for 
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AUDITOR’S REPORT (continued) 


the construction of a new school. Bonds of the Maine 
School Building Authority of $50,000.00 which were 
issued for this purpose, are to be retired. from rental 
received from the town in the amount of $2,500.00 an- 
nually, plus interest. The agreement also requires 
payment by the town for insurance coverage and a pro- 
portionate part of the administrative expense. 


General 


The records of the town clerk show that the trans- 
fers from surplus of $2,500.00 and $100.00 to the repair- 
ing and installation - town office and fire station, and 
town cemeteries accounts respectively, was authorized 
by a vote of the townspeople. 


_ It was noted that the municipal officials, as in pre- 
vious years, had applied excise tax revenue to reduce 
the amount necessary to raise by general taxation. It 
is suggested that this procedure should have the approv- 
al of the townspeople by a vote at the annual town 
meeting. 


Scope of Audit 


Count of cash was made and records checked to 
determine the accuracy of recording cash transactions. 
The system of internal control was reviewed as per- 
tained to the handling of cash and other matters of 
financial concern. Available funds and expenditures 
were examined by methods and to the extent deemed 
necessary. Vouchers and cancelled checks supporting 
expenditures for a selected period were test checked 
with no exceptions noted. Records maintained by the 
treasurer of the Warren Schoo! Building Committee 
were examined. Letters of verification were utilized 
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AUDITOR’S REPORT (continued) 


to determine the accuracy of tax and tax lien ac- 
counts. Insurance and bond coverage were ex- 
amined. Excise tax collections were verified by ex- 
amination of the copies of the receipts retained by the 
collector. Financial matters of minor concern were 
discussed with the public officials concerned. 


Included in this report are exhibits and schedules 
pertaining to the financial status of the town. Audit 
procedures were followed to the extent deemed neces- 
sary to develop these statements. 


It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet 
and supporting statements fairly present the financial 
position of the town at February 1, 1954, and the result 
of its operations for the year then ended.
